14 PER CENT. | 
WORLD'S COAL 


Howard Stutchbury, Trade. 
Commissioner, Speaks _ 
At Minburn 


Exclusive to Edmonton Bulletin 
MINBURN, May 3.—Speaking to 
the members of the Women’s Institute 
at Minburn on the subject of “Selling | 
Alberta to Ourselves,” Howard Stutch- 
bury, Alberta Trade Commissioner, 
said that Alberta had 14 per cent of 
the world’s coal. Annually the prov- 
ince contributed 66 per cent of the 
petroleum products of the Dominion, 
and this figure will soon be raised to | 
80 per cent. Of Canadan natural gas | 
production Alberta has 63 per cent, | 
and was wasting 200,000,000 fect per 
day, whch might be utilized tn the 
manufacture of a hundred or s0 vari- 
ous by-products. 

The province contained 15,000 
| Square miles of bituminous sands, at 
| least 50 feet thick, and in some places 
greeky exceeding that measurement. 

t was contended that in the tar sands | 
the province had the greatest poten- | 
tial oil field in the world. At ten 
gallons per ton, it is estimated that 
the sands will yield 3,000,000,000,000 | 
gallons of oil. 

Much Timber 

There are also in Alberta 60,000 
Square miles of merchantable timber, 
2000 square miles of lakes, teeming | 
with fine fish, more than a miliion | 
horse power of convertible water. Salt, 
ceramic and other clays, ochre, bitu- 
men, and minerals galore are among 
Alberta's resources. 

Contending that if Alberta manu- 
factures were to thrive they must be 
sup ed, Mr. Stutchbury said that | 
Alberta produced 17,600,000 pounds of j 
beet sugar, and the province con- 
sumed 54,000,000 pounds of sugar. If 
sugar-buying was confined to the Al- 
berta product, the province could em- 
ploy 4,000 beet growers, 50,000 acres 
of land which the crop will leave clean, 
will produce fodder for an immense 
number of cattle, besides encouraging 
@ number of subsidiary industries. 

Another was that if the prov- 
ince wanted milk plants, cheese fac- 
tories, butter production, pea canner- | 
jes, packing plants, the people must 
be prepared to keep the factory men 
supplied with an adequate supply of 
raw material. 

There were received many inquiries 
from manufacturers who were ready 
to establish factories if only they could 
be guaranteed a supply of raw mater- 
jals and a market. There might have 
been a woolen mill in Alberta for a 
long time if the knitting industry was , 
developed to take care of the product. |

MORE MARKETS NEEDED 


The duty which Congress proposes to 
impose upon hides and leather entering the 
United States will affect alike the Cana- 
dian farmer and tanner. These commodi- 
ties have hitherto entered the United 
States duty-free. Last year Canada ex- 
ported to that country hides to the value 
of $7,766,590, and leather to the value of 
$5,634,116; a total of more than $13,000.- 
000. 

To the extent to which the new duties 
are effective, they will necessarily tend to 
depress the price the Canadian farmer can 
get for beef cattle, and to put the Cana- 
dian tanneries out of business. The rem- 
edy, of course, is to find alternative mar- 
kets elsewhere for hides and leather. The 
United States is not the only country in 
which boots are worn, nor into which the 
materials for them have to be imported.

Then every 
piece of material not in motion will mean to the man 
who sees it an unproductive charge against himself. 
Then we shall have zest in labor, provided the leader- 
ship is competent and the division fair. Then we shall 
dispose, omee and for all, of the charge that in in- 
Custry organizations are autocratic and not demo- 
cratic. Then we shall have all the opportunities for a 
cultural wage which the business can provide, Then, 
in a word, men will be as free in cooperative under- 
takings and subject only to the same imitations and 
chances a5 men in individual businesses. Then we 
shall have no hired men.” 

No one would think of calling Mr. Young a dan- 
gerous Red. and yet. on the soundest of sound busi- 
ness grounds, he is here suggesting that far-visioned 
capitalism mnay be approaching an era in which those 
who labor in industry will hire capital instead of 
capital hiring them.

It 
seems undoubted that the straits have been open 
longer than usual during these last few years 
which have been years of sunspot maximum. But 
here as elsewhere there is need for many more 
Observations to exclude other than sunspot 
factors. Not a great deal is known as to 
whether polar conditions vary with sunspot cons 
ditions.” 


Weather Bureaus Will Carry On 


H E mentioned two phenomena outside the 
earth which bear witness to the effects of 
sunspots throughout the solar system and therc- 
fore tend to corroborate their terrestrial effect. 
One was the rate of the melting of the polar 
caps of Mars. This was higher during sunspot 
maxima. The other phenomenon was the greater 
illumination of Encke’s comet at the same per- 
jiod. The correspondence of the curve of this 
comet and that of the sunspot cycle was the most 
striking of all the parallelisms exhibited to me. 
Further, Jupiter’s cycle of 11.86 years was sus- 
piciously similar to the sunspot cycle of 11.5. 

The question, “What ere the effects of sun- 
spots?” may seem a hard one, but the seemingly 
simpler theory, “What is a sunspot?” is even 
more difficult, although they can be seen with 
the naked eye. 

Dr. Delury defined them as “in the nature 
of a whorl, something like a funnel or a cone 
penetrating the sun’s surface. The central spot, 
the umbra, is dark and deeper, therefore a 
cavity. The edges, the penumbra, are less 
shaded and there are white ridges in the neigh- 
borhood of the spots. They rotate with the sun, 
which takes about 26 days for its revolution, 
Occasionally a spot will last several rotations. 
Sometimes they disappear quickly. They are 
always in the equatorial belt of the sun, never 
toward what might be called the poles. It is 
evident that new spots are continually appear- 
ing and old ones vanishing.” 

There are various speculations as to the 
cause of the sun pulsation. One theory is that 
it is due to meteors falling into the sun, but 
this, presumably an affair of accident, dées not 
seem to account for the regular rhythm of the 
movement. The sun also takes deeper breaths 
than these eleven-year cycles. There are other 
sugspot periods of 60 and 260 years which can 
explajn things the shorter period leaves un- 
explained. 

A greater knowledge of the causes would 
undoubtedly enable astronomers to predict the 
effects with more certainty. Still the question 
at present is what the siinspots are going to do 
to the earth in the next few years. Will these 
be short crop and strong sunlight years—years 
of dust that are inopportune for the revival of 
the long skirt? 

If they put fur on the furbearers will they 
put hair on bald heads and prove a boon to 
barbers? What is the relation of the decreasing 
sunspot rate to the divorce rate? To the auto- 
mobile accident rate? To the murder rate of 
Chicago and the number of home-runs in the 
major leagues or of holes made by golfers in 
one? 

The sun is the great life giver and death 
dealer. We are creatures of the sun. We live 
in the light of his countenance and must vary 
with its vagaries. Sunspots flaring up and 
dying down, radiating ultra violet waves from 
their immense solar billows may penetrate every 
nook and corner of life, may have incalculable 
influence, magnetic, psychological, economic, 
vegetational, meteorological, political, Their 
curves coincide with many other curves. Their 
secret may be the sphinx’s secret. As Dr. 
Delury says, “The sunspot factor in life deserves 
thorough study.” 

There is one sunspot prophecy that can be 
made with reasonable certainty. That is that 
- weather bureaus are not going to shut up 
shop. 

I had a chat with the director of the obser- 
vatory, Dr. R. Meldrom Stewart. He did not 
have his hat and coat on as if he were leaving 
for an extended holiday and had nailed to his 
door a notice, “Not back for five years, It won't 
rain until I get back.” 

I saw sunspots photographed. The sun’s 
rays came down the telescope in the observatory 
cupola and were reflected from a mirror along 
a hundred foot corridor into the mouth of a 
thirty foot camera, What seemed like three or 
four smal! black flies danced about on the bright 
yellow discs. Those demure dots were sunspots, 
the ferocious dragons which some meteorologists 
think are about to devour them. 

No. The sun will stay with his heating and 
drying and cleaning and will not go into the 
rain announcing business, Old Sol will not add 
Mr, Probs to the ranks of the unemployed, The 
weather experts will still gather their piecemeal 
date and cautiously and with much misgiving 
predict to-morrow’s winds and rains, Yet it 
may be that they are merely building their 
temporary structures on some permanent and 
internal rhythm of sunspots,
